Effect of the “pay-as-you-go” 
tax plan on nearly every employe 
in this district was explained to- 
day by Stearns Ingalls, local ac- | 
countant.

EW and ingenious methods of 
locating and resculng airmen 
forced down at sea have recently 
been devised. In R.A.F. and R.C. 
\.F. records are detailed reports of 
how hundreds of airmen’s lives 
have been saved from the ocean un- 
der conditions which would have 
meant certain death a few years 
back. 

All this has been achieved de- 
spite the many-sided problem pre- 
sented when land planes are forced 
to attempt landings on water. 

Bomber crews are taught how to 
brace themselves for the impact of 
a forced landing on water; how to 
inflate their dinghy and climb into 
it with minimum loss of time; and 
how to release pigeons telling their 
location and the time of the crash. 

New types of dinghies have been 
designed and new kinds of food 
containers developed: Chief among 
these is the Lindholme sea rescue 
gear, recently adopted by the 
RCAF.

To provide drink and nourish- 
ment are tins of water, condensed 
milk, emergency rations, malted 
milk tablets, chewing gum, and 
barley sugar. 

For warmth there are four 
waterproof sleeping suits and eight 
“everhot" chemical bags. Shaken 
up with sea water and placed in- 
side the sleeping: suits, bags 
dry out sodden clothing and gen- 
erate heat for 96 hours.

is March 15, 1944, when they must | 
figure their tax on rates and ex- 
emptions then effective, accord- 
ing to Mr. Ingalls. What has beer. 
paid will be figured as a credit 
and if a balance is due, this must 
be paid by March 15, 1944. 

On March 15, 1944, an “estim- | 
ated income” report for 1944 is to | 
be filed. Penalties are specified 
just in case the “estimate” is 
over 20 per cent below the actual 
income. This applies on estimates 
to be made September 15, 1943. 
If a person overpays, a refund will 
be made. 

SOME EXEMPTED 

Mr. Ingalls pointed out the 20 
per cent payroll deduction does 
not apply to ministers, to work- 
ers in agriculture, domestics or 
casual laborers. The term “wages” 
in the tax bill means salaries, 
wages, commission and also rent 
and board in case the latter items 
are part of the remuneration. 

As to the 1942 tax, all or part 
of this may be cancelled, depend- 
ing upon the individual’s 1943 tax. 

“Tf lowest tax in either year is 
$50 or under, the taxpayer will 
get a rebate or cancellation of the 
bill,” Mr. Ingalls explained. ‘If 
the tax is over $66.67 in the low-
